An Affair of Honor Between (tte 


Two Youthful Bloods. 


How High German Circles Came 
Near Being Deeply Stirred. 


An Unpleasantness of Long Existence Re- 
sults in an Engagement to Have it Out 
~The Proposed Meeting of Otto O. 
Goerner and Julius Rombauer—Train- 
ing for the Event—Mr. Goerner Fails to 
Appear and Disappoints a Select Circle 
of Friends—Cause of the Bad Feelings 
Statements of the Principals. 


A more disappointed and disgusted lot it 
would de hard to find than a group of about 
twenty swells who were clustered about a 
nlneteeꝝ · foot prize ring tn a warehouse in the 
souther@ part of the city last evening. They 
had come to see an affair of honor between 
two young bloods settled by a fight to the fin- 
ish.

Three or four of Rombauer’s 
intimate lady friends were informed of the 
scheme, and one evening when be was in 
their company, one of the arch-conspirators 
approached the grou 8 told the intended 
victim that Goerner been speaking most 
disgracefully about Ss and that asa friend 
‘of his (Rombauer’s) he (the arch-conspirator) 
feit it his bounden dutyto inform him of 
Goerner’s conduct, and to tell him that if he

The ladies all 
coincided in the views expressed and toid 
Rom bauer that it was the only course left open 
to him as a gentiemen to pursue.

When the latter 
was informed of this he immediately sent 
Rombauer a challenge to fight, and it was 
promptiy accepted. Goerner selected a well- 
known business man for his second, while 
Rombauer named a prominent brewer. A 
leading member ofthe grain corner of the Mer- 
chant’s Exchange was agreed on for referee 
and a gentieman ofa legal turnof mind was 
made time-keeper. A warehouse in the so uth- 
ern part of the city was selected as the place 
of meeting, and eit was agreed thatthe fight 
should be with four-ounce gloves and to a 
finish, the new London prize-ring rules to 
govern. Only afew intimate friends were to 
be present, and each ony os was to have a 
physician in attendance to dress the injuries 
that were to be inflicted. These arrangements 
were perfected a fortnight ago, and both men 
immediately went into training under the 
directions of their respective seconds, both of 
whom are cleversparrers. The brewer confined 
his man's diet to a wienerwurst and a couple 
of pretzels taken three times a day, and told 
him that under no circumstances must he 
drink over two glasses of beer a day, while he 
most positively forbade him taking water or 
any other liquid.

News. ae 

* Otoaco, June 80.—It seems evident trom 
the events of yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing that the Lake Shore étrikers are de- 
termined to make a long and bitter fight. 
Many of the railroad employes sympathize 
with the strikers and express the belief that 
the strike has only begun, and that the com- 
pany will not be able to hold out with the 
necessary force of deputies as long as its ene- 
mies will be able to pester them with the an- 
noyances of yesterday afternoon. On the other 
hand, the officials of the road declare their de- 
termination to go straight forward on the 
present line, and fight the battle to the end iff 
it takes a thousand policemen to 
accomplish a final and complete vie- 
tory. The whole strength of the 
strikers is now directed toward the transfer 
business, especiaily to thwart the attempts of 
the Lake Shore Company to deliver freight to 
other lines, less attention being paid to the 
reception of trains from connecting roads, 
probably for the reason that obstruction can- 
not be offered in that direction without di- 
rectly interfering with the traffic of roads with 
which the strikers claim to be at peace. The- 
shot fired by the Pinkerton guard at the 
man who derailed two cars by throwing & 
switch under a moving train last evening 


caused great excitementamong the switchmen 
and their friends, and many threats were 
made. A morning paper says that in the 
crowds at Packerstown last night there were 
dozens who openly deciared the Lake Shore 
should not deliver another train ‘to any line in 
those yards, and that if it was attempted to- 
da blood would be shed. One man — 
hat loafer who fired into this crowd will 
to jail to-night, andif he shows his nose “ 
these parte again I'll 
box out of his carcass. 
these fellows with their dig guns that 
there are crack shooters in these parts and 
before another twenty-four hours there will 
be dead Pinkerton men on these tracks, or 
I’m aliar °*’ 

The sympathizers with the strikers are very 
outspoken. Geo. Dalton, the Pinkerton man 
who did the shooting, was arrested, but after - 
ward released on bail. He was nearly mobbed 
before aid reached him after the firing, al- 
though his shot went wide of its mark. 

GREAT ANXIETY. 

The usual two car-loads of Pinkerton men 
arrived at Root street shortly after 7 o’clock 
this morning and business was immediately 
started by the Lake Shore Company. The en- 
tire Pinkerton force, with the exception of a 
dozen men, are now armed with rifles and a 
guard is sent out with every train 
and accompanies it to Colehour. The 
trouble at the stock yards last even- 
ing, while not of a serious nature in 
itself is looked upon by the officiais of the 
company as indication of a new source of dan- 
ger. The employes of the packing-houses, 
who number in the neighborho of ten 
thousand, 75 in thorough sympathy with the 
strikers, d asthey now leave work at 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, their presence in 
the neighborhood of work is thought to be 
somewhat menacing to the company’s in- 
terest. The switehmen employed by the other 
roads in the stock yards are not trusted 
implicity by the Lake Shore officials, who are 
of the opinion that any one of them would 
embrace any opportunity of turning a switch 
under awmoving train. From Chicago to Mil- 
lers Station, indiana, a distance of thirty 
miles, the fences, switch-houses, and tele- 
graph poles are decorated with posters, in 
which the Lake Shore Company offer $500 re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction of any one 
violating that section of the statutes which pro 
hibits interferénce with the property of a rail- 
road company by any outsider. The strikers 
laugh at the notice, and think it absurd to 
suppose that any of their number would turn 
informer for the sake of any reward. While 
there seems no liklihood Of any trouble around 
Chicago to-day except, perhaps, at the stock 
yards, there is considerable anxiety mani- 
tested on both sides as to the probable action 
to be taken by the Lake Shore switchmen, es- 
Pp cially at other points. Mr. Cavanaugh, the 

ardmaster of the Toledo yards, has been in 
Chicago since the commencement of the strike 
aud yesterd 4 received dispatches from some 
of his trusted men at home saying that his 
presence was required there withoutdelay, as 
a strike seemed imminent.

ABUSES HIS DISCRETION 
by continuing a hearing from day to dayto the 
manitest annoyance of the opposite party and 
without adequate excuse it may be good ground 
for quashing the depositions, however.

It may bea matter of 
regret that the courts are not permitted under 
the habeas corpus act to review the decisions 
of notaries public as to the relevance 
and competency of roof; yet suc 
seems to be the established rule in this State. 
It was this defect that led to the amendment of 
the deposition act in cities containing over 
200,000 people, whilst the habeas corpus act 
has been amended since, so as to per- 
mit the Court to discharge * 
prisoner who has been committed by 
an inferior court tor an act adjudged to be a 
contempt which is plainly not a contempt, yet 
the amendment has not wrought any change 
in the well-settied principle that it Is a con- 
tempt to refuse to answer a question 
whichthe examining officer adjudges to be 
relevant, although his decision may eventually 
prove to have been erroneous. 

NOT A CONTEMPT. 

It is not denied that a witness may rightfully 
refuse to answer any question the answer 
whereto would subject him to a criminal 

rosecution and such refftsalis nota contempt. 
There is a manifest difference between ques 
tions that are privileged and questions that 
are merely irrelevant. In for- 
mer case the witness determines for 
himself whether the answer would subject 
him to acriminal charge, and his decision is 
only reviewed by the examining officer to see 
thatthe claim of privilege is made in good 
faith.

a matter that can only be 
determined! dy the notary or other examining 
officer.

THE TARIFF ADDRESS. 

The tariff address adopted by the Con- 
vention reviews the history of the 
tariff since 1832, to show that the 
Democratic party has for the last fifty years 
legislated against the best interests of the 
American people inthe direction of free trade 
to the great detriment of American industry. 
Reference is made to the repeal of the 
Democratic free-trade law by the Repub- 
lican Congress in 1861, when the Morrill 
ariff act was passed, and tor 
the first time in the history 
of the country,’’ says the address, we have 
had twenty years of uninterrupted protection 
to the American labor and capital.’ Figures 
are quoted to show that in 1860 the total value 
of property in the country was $14,000,000,000. 
In 1880 the total value was $44,000,000,000,an in 
crease in twenty years of $30,000,000, 
or more than ouble the accumu- 
lated property from 1607 to 1860. 
During the years of free trade ended in 1881 
our imports exceeded our exports $403,679,744. 
Under the operation of ten years of protec- 
tion ended June 30, 1880, our exports have ex- 
ceeded our imports $1,306,543 ,249, or an annual 
average of $180,654,3824, a net gain in our favor 
of $170,000,000 a year. Reference is made to 
attempted tariff legislation by Democrats since 
1875, when they obtained control of the House, 
each of which is denounced as dangerous at- 
tomnte to overthrow the great system which 
has built up the industries of ehe country. In 
closing, attention is called to the fact that the 
Democrats are still determined to insist upon 
a reduction of the duties and to abolish the 
tariff upon raw material, thus further menac- 
ing the prosperity of the country. 

HASTINGS’ SPEECH. 

Mr. Hastings began his speech in the Repub- 
lican Convention by saying that the Repub- 
lican party of Pennsylvania was never in 
better condition than now to enter upon 
a successful campaign. The honest differences 
of other years have crystulized its aims and 
purposes, justified its hopes, biotted out anti- 
mos.ties and forever reunited that splendid 
army. The common enemy, he said, 
is entrenched in power, State 
and Federai, but the Republicans 
of the whole State have given voice to their 
preference for a standard-bearer. He then 
paida glowing tribute to Mr. Beaver, whose 
character, manhood, and achievements have 
become part of the history of the State. 
He spoke of his fearless character, his clear 
judgment, his keen sympathy and his manly 
courage which none dared to question. ‘His 
comrades who wear the metal star upon 
their breasts, the speaker continued; bey 
who saw the hole torn across the row of but- 
tons upon bis coat, while leading bis command 
at Chancellorville, who were by his side 
when he fell at Cold Harbor. 
who saw him blown into the air 
at Petersburg, and they who followed him 
two and twenty years ago and saw the flash of 
his sword when at Beams Station he fell 
poveding. marred and maimed, never more to 
tread he earth without the aid of dis 
inseperable friend—that well-known cruteh— 
these are some ofthe men, kindred heroes, 
who would have you honor him to-day.

IN THE JUDICIARY. 


Senater Edmunds’ Measure Introduced in 
the Senate—An Effort for a Tariff Dis- 
cussion—Report of the Pan-Electric Com- 
mittee — Assistant Secretary of State 
Hunter Dangerously Ill — Washington 
News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., June 80.—Senator Ed- 
munds introduced in the Senate to-day a bill 
entitled A bill to vest in the Presi- 
dent of the United States the ap- 
puointment of sundry inferlor officers 
thereof, to regulate their tenure of office and 
to provide for their removal when the publio 
interests shall require it. The bill leaves abb - 
solutelyin the President's hands the appoint- 
ments of all Postmasters, Collectors of Ous- 
toms in small districts, officials of the Indian, 
land and other offices beneath the Commis- 
sioners of those offices, and in fact all minor 
officers. The tenure of these offices, 
it is provided, shall be four 
years. Section three provides 


the method by which any one of these officers 
may be suspended or removed. It provides 
when the President or a head of department 
thinks an officer of that department 
has been guilty of malfeasance 
in office, or personal or official misconduct, he 
may temporarily suspend him byan order of 
suspension in writing. In every such case of 
~~: oe or in case the President 
shall be of opinion that such 
Otticer ought to be removed without suspen- 
sion, application shall be immediately made 
to the Oircuit Justice, Cirouit Judge or 
District f the District or 
to the of the Supreme 
Court of the Territory or District of. Columbia 
in which the office is stationed, for the re- 
moval of such officer, stating the ground 
of the proposed removal. hereupon the 
Justice or Sudge shail cite the 
officer accused to appear and show cause 
why he should not be removed, and on the 
day set the Judge shall hear in a summary 
way and determine and decide whether 
the officer ought to be removed from 
office or not, and shall order 
and direct accordingly. Theevident object of 
the bill is to relieve the Senate of a large 
amount of burdensome work and to take the 
power of removal from the partisan President 
and Senate, and put itin hands of an impartial 
judicial tribunal.

Archbishop Gibbons’ Investiture, 


BaLTm™ors, Md.. June 80.—Baltimore be- 
came this morning the cardinal city 
of the United States, and Archbishop 
Gibbons was invested with the scarlet 


berretta with all the magnificent ceremonial 
and Roman liturgy and the splendid pomp be- 
fitting his exaited rank as a prince of 
the Holy Catholio Church. Just twenty 
five ears aso James Gibbons was or- 
gained a priest in the chapel of St. 
Mary's Seminary in this city by Arch- 
bishop Kenrick, and on this, his silver 
fubilee, he received from the hands of the 
venerable Archbishop of St. Louis the in- 
signia of his high dignity. The ceremony took 
place in the noble old Cathedral, in which, as 
apostolic delegate, he so recently directed the 
deliberations of the Plenary Oouncil.

ABRIVAL OF MESSRS. O'BRIEN, DEASY AND 
_ REDMOND IN NEW YORK. 


Received by the Committee—The Welcome— 
Mr. O’Brien Talks About Home. Rule 
and Coercion—Churchill Responsible for 
the Belfast Troubles. 


New York, August 16.—The Irish delegates 
to the Chicago Irish National League Conven- 
tion, Messrs. O' Arten, Deasy and Redmond, 
arrived from Europe on the steamer Servia 
this morning.
